The loss of approximately 80
million work days each year in
the United States is attributed
to disability from arthritis and
rheumatism. This is the same as
if 320,000 persons were ren-
dered totally unemployed each
year., {

People with rheumatic dis-
eases lose an average of 15 work
days each year because of their
ailment.

The Southern California
Chapter says that an estimated
719,000 factory workers, or

of arthritis and . rheumatism. |

craftsmen and foremen, 558,000 |
